O u r old friend and quondam asso­ 
ciate H e n r y J .

During the ten m onths he 
occupied that position he made the 
Sentinel an excellent paper. 


T h e Post asks the Grand Jury to in­ 
dict the manager of a San Francisco 
theatre for playing “Jack Shepard” 
on account of the incentive to vice 
created by witnessing the play. W hy 
not indict the editor of the Post for the 
mischief he is causing in creating the 
impression that anybody can edit a 
newspaper? 


F r o m F r a n c i s D . C l a r k , of New 
York city, we have received a proof of 
the oration delivered by Hon. R o d ­ 


m a n M. P r i c e in New York on the 
14th inst., on the occasion of the cele­ 
bration of the 27th anniversary of the 
capture of the City of Mexico. It is 
an elegant production, and is replete 
with historical passages of great value. 


T h e Sacramento Record insists that 
the President’s Louisiana policy is the 
correct one. The Eecerd is edited by 
a subject of Queen V i c t o r i a , who re­ 
fuses to become a citizen of the United 
States, and who, we are told, was at 
one time a strong “rebel sym pathizer.” 
The whirligig of time turns up a great 
many knaves. 


T h e establishment of an Alden fruit 
drying factory in this city will enable 
our grape growers to obtain a good 
price for the product of their vines. 
We learn that the ruling price hereto­ 
fore for first-class Mission grapes has 
been half a cent per pound. 
For all 
such grapes Mr. D a v i s will now pay 
one cent per pound. This is an imme­ 
diate advance of one hundred percent, 
in the value of grapes. 


T h e Missouri Independents incor­ 
porated in their platform this axiom: 
“ Every dollar derived from the use of 
rhe public money belongs to the peo­ 
ple.” The principle is one of the tru­ 
est In the world, but it is often tram ­ 
pled under foot by officers who not 
only loan out the public funds for 
their own benefit, but too often lose 
the money. If the public funds are 
ever loaned, the profit of the loan 
should go to those who own the funds 
—the people. 


T h e case of the company of Chinese 
women lately landed in San Francis­ 
co and by one of the lower Courts re­ 
manded back to China, has been 
taken before the Supreme Court where 
the decision of the Court below was 
set aside and the women discharged. 
The opinion of the Supreme Jfidges is 
that the State law upon which the 
Court below based its judgm ent is 
in direct conflict with the laws of the 
United States governing the treaty 
w ith China, and is therefore null. 
The Supreme Court urges the carrying 
up of the case to the Supreme Court 
of the United States where the point 
will be definitely 
settled.

H o f f m a n of the United States Circuit 
Court is confident the United States 
Supreme Court will sustain the opin­ 
ion of our Supreme Judges. 


The State Fair. 


I t seems we are to have a new Gov­ 
ernm ent Inspector of Steamboats. It 
is probable the change ie of little con­ 
sequence. The new appointee will we 
presume follow in the footsteps of the 
m an he has succeeded and make his 
office one of profit rather than of honor 
to himself and safety to the people. It 
has been the custom on this coast to 
make Federal offices a source of reve­ 
nue to the holder, and this one of 
Steam boat Inspector has not been an 
exception to the rule. The new steam ­ 
boat or new steamship line that pro­ 
posed an opposition to an old compa­ 
ny generally found the Inspector in 
the way. H e could find a thousand 
flaws and defects in their boats and 
while the old line continued to run 
sinking tubs and floating coffins he 
went on hunting for im aginary weak 
points in the new boats. W e hope the 
new man will do better but our judg­ 
m ent is that he will not. 


About this period of the year it is the 
custom of a number of our exchanges 
to indulge in sundry ill natured re­ 
flections relative to Sacramento City 
and the disposition of her citizens to 
make the mo3t of the opportunity of­ 
fered by the State Fair for turning an 
honest penny. W e have always re­ 
garded these uncomplimentary re­ 
marks as originating in a spirit of 
jealousy rather than as having any 
foundation. 
It cannot be denied that 
when occasion offers some few, per­ 
haps more than a few of Sacram en­ 
to’s people take in the sojourner and 
do the stranger; but those peculiari- 
arities are characteristic features of all 
towns just as large and no larger than 
Sacramento, and we should not refer 
to them too harshly. The State Fair 
is one of the annual harvests of the 
capital city and if we are to have a 
State Fair at all we see no just reason 
why it should not be held in Sacra­ 
mento. Rut we doubt the necessity 
for such a State Fair as we have been 
having for several years. 
It does not 
appear to us to be conducted on the 
plan best calculated to advance the 
interests of the greatest number. We 
are not a community of horse-racers 
nor is it probable that the breeding of 
fast trotters and faster runners is the 
best means for developing the agri­ 
cultural resources of the country. An­ 
nually a large sum of money is taken 
from the State Treasury and disposed 
of as purses for races. 
It is true 
a 
portion 
of 
the 
large 
sum 
is 
awarded 
as 
premiums 
for 
stock 
and 
farm 
products, 
but 
it is by far the smallest portion. 
On an average not one tax-payer in 
one hundred is engaged in the breed­ 
ing of fast stock, and races are not 
therefore of great interest to the 
masses. 
Look at it in the most favor­ 
able light possible, the State Fair as 
now conducted, bears the appearance 
of a genteel sporting association. A 
bad feacure of the present manage­ 
ment is th at they have expended a 
large sum of the people’s money in the 
construction of a grand stand at the 
race-track, and now charge for admis­ 
sion to th at structure. Two years ago 
the State Fair was run as a sort of po­ 
litical ring. W ith one exception, the 
advertisement was placed in the Re­ 
publican papers. I. N. H o a g , then 
Secretary, assured us that this was an 
accident. So it may have been, but to 
say the least, it was a very method­ 
ical accident. On the whole, we are 
inclined to the opinion- that it would 
be well for the people to withhold fur­ 
ther appropriations out of the State 
Treasury for the benefit of the State 
Fair. The horse-racing branch of the 
institution, which, by the way, is 
nearly all of it, should be self-sustain­ 
ing by this time. A t least its speed 
in this direction m ight be tried a few 
years by way of experiment. 


A Successful Home Enterprise. 


We have had occasion from time to 
time to allude 
to 
the Southern 
California 
Mutual 
Aid 
Associa­ 
tion 
and 
the 
progress 
it 
has 
made 
since 
its 
organization 
in 
November, 1873. This association was 
formed for the purpose of securing the 
benefits of life insurance without com­ 
pelling its members to pay the large 
premiums qliarged by life insurance 
companies. Sim ilar associations have 
been very successful in this State, and 
hence the organization of this one. In 
its roll of membership we notice many 
of the most prominent men of this 
city, as 
well 
as 
prominent men 
throughout the county and adjoining 
counties in Southern California and 
the San Joaquin Valley. Not only 
this, but its membership extends to 
Northern 
California, 
Oregon 
and 
east of the mountains. The object of 
the association is to secure the pay­ 
m ent of $2,000 to the families of de­ 
ceased members. This is done in the 
following m an n er: Persons become 
members by m aking an annual pay­ 
m ent of from $3 to $10, or by m aking 
a single payment to secure a life mem­ 
bership of from $15 to $50, according 
to age. These sums constitute a re­ 
serve fund, from which the running 
expenses of the Association are paid, 
the balance of which is placed at in­ 
terest; the money received for inter­ 
est constitutes a dividend fund, which 
is distributed annually among the 
members on the 1st of October of each 
year, in proportion to the length of 
time each person has been a member 
of the association. W henever a death 
occurs an assessment is levied to meet 
the demand, and the family of the de­ 
ceased member receives $2,000, if the 
membership exceeds 667, or a sum 
equal to three dollars for every mem­ 
ber in the association if the member­ 
ship is less than that number. We 
give these few items of detail to show 
th at the association is on a sound 
basis. The money is all kept at home 
and each member uses his money un­ 
til it is needed to relieve a deceased 
member’s family, and then it is paid 
in such small sums th at it is never 
felt. During the past few months but 
little has been done to increase the 
membership, and yet the members 
have gradually increased in numbers 
from the inherent worth of the Asso­ 
ciation. 
Agents are now at work 
thoroughly canvassing Southern Cali­ 
fornia, and applications are coming in 
rapidly—over twenty having been re­ 
ceived by the Secretary within the 
past five days. The success of the as­ 
sociation thus far commands our con­ 
fidence, and our citizens and business 
men are justified in sustaining and 
building up an enterprise that tends 
to build up society and keep our 
money at home. A sim ilar associa­ 
tion in the northern part of the State 
only six years old now has a reserve 
fund of nearly $50,000, which is loaned 
out to build up borne enterprises. 
From present appearances, our associ­ 
ation will be still more successful 
financially. 


A p r i v a t e dispatch from Mr. J . A.

Less than one-fourth of onr race are 
Christians, less than two-fifths of the 
Christians are Protestants. Rather a 
poor showing for so many years of 
teaching, preaching and Missionary 
work. But we must not be deceived 
by the above figures, for w ithin the 
last decade the hold of the Christian 
Churches upon its votaries has been 
very much weakened by the unresisti- 
ble march of free thought, and infidel­ 
ity to the dogmas of the churches. 
Just such men as Tyndall, by their 
practical scientific explorations in the 
realm of cause are neutralizing the be­ 
lief in the Biblical “account of the 
origin of all things.” 
And in conclusion Mr. Editor, w ith­ 
out raising the question of who are, or 
who are not the “ best thinkers and 
leading Intellects of the age;” I think 
it will be difficult for “ \V.” to prove 
that “the Scriptures are the only 
standard of religious faith to the best 
thinkers and leading intellects of the 
age.” The recent developments re­ 
ported by Prof. Crooks ana his associ­ 
ates are causing many of the “leading 
intellects of the age,” to modify their 
past style of thinking, and many here­ 
tofore theological thinkers of emmi- 
nence and respectability are receiving 
the Scriptures with m any grains of al­ 
lowance as to their plenary inspiration 
or infalibility.

Bud M a in trin ra t H ereto fo re—H ow we 
M ay Im prove In th e F u tu re —P le n ty 
of W ater for Irrig a tio n . 
E d it o r H e r a l d : Will you please 
permit me to make a few statements 
through the columns of your paper in 
reference to the question of water, 
which is attracting so much attention 
at present, and which is of vital im­ 
portance to the growth and prosperity 
of this city and county. When I came 
here, twenty-two years ago, there were 
but very few acres of land irrigated 
below Seventh street east of Main 
street, and not an acre anywhere west 
of Main street; yet many of our old 
citizens thought wo had as much land 
under cultivation as could be watered 
from the Los Angeles river. But we 
have gradually extended our ditches 
till we have ten acres under irrigation 
for every one we had then, and yet 
there are volumes of water running to 
waste, through the neglect or misman­ 
agement of our City Fathers. From 
my own personal experience in irri­ 
gating, I wish to show to the voters of 
this city and county, as well as stran­ 
gers who are perfectly enraptured with 
our country, that we have an abund­ 
ance of water, if properly utilized, to 
irrigate all the land from 
t h e f o o t h il l s to t h e o c e a n . 
We have at present nine ditches, af­ 
fording what is called two heads of 
water each. Now one of these heads 
of water will irrigate or flood twenty- 
five acres in twelve hours, if the land 
is in proper condition and the water 
well managed. Using this water day 
and night we could irrigate fifty acres 
with each head, ami having eighteen 
heads we would be able during the 
twenty-four hours to irrigate nine 
hundred acres, or two thousand seven 
hundred acres in one month. This 
quantity of water can be doubled by 
tluming a few miles and proper man­ 
agement, so that in the same time (one 
month) we can irrigate five thousand 
four hundred acres. 
And this is not the extent of our re­ 
sources, for at a comparatively small 
cost we can build reservoirs or dams 
that can be filled from the river in the 
Winter season when the water is run­ 
ning to waste. Thus we could double 
the quantity of water again, and be 
able to irrigate one hundred thousand 
eight hundred acres of laud, or an area 
nine miles wide to the sea. But it is 
claimed that this would run the city 
in debt, and it is thought best not to 
incur expense for the city by our wise 
guardians, lest, forsooth, they should 
incur the displeasure of the people and 
thus lose their positions. Let us ex­ 
examine this matter, and see 
W HETHER IT WOULD PAY OR NOT. 
Under the present water system there 
are nine ditches, affording eighteen 
heads of water, that are sold at an av­ 
erage of three dollars per day and 
night for each head of water, which 
makes $54 per—day, or $1,620 per 
month, or $9,725 for six months. 
Reasoning from analogy, it would pay 
interest on $50,000 at one and one-haíf 
per cent, per month to double the 
quantity of water; and to quadruple 
it would pay to make an investment 
of one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars by the sale of water alone. 
Besides this, it would increase or raise 
the value of 100,000 acres of land from 
S25 per acre to $200, and give homes 
to 50,000 families, increase the value 
of the land already irrigated, and give 
rise to a system of reservoirs that 
could be filled from the San Gabriel 
and Santa Ana rivers. Thus, in a few 
years, we could furnish homes in the 
finest climate iu the world for 
ALMOST TWO MILLION PEOPLE, 
As every acre, if properly cultivated, 
is capable of supporting a family of 
five persons. I am well aware that 
these statements.will be considered 
absurd by the most of the people eve­ 
rywhere, but I know what I am as­ 
serting, as I have been a tiller of the 
soil from my boyhood in'Tennessee, 
Arkansas, Texas and California. Anil 
when I look back to the time I worked 
for twelve and one half cents per day 
and plowed the ground five times for 
fifteen bushels of corn to the acre, I 
am fully prepared to make the above 
statements, and arrive at my conclus­ 
ions in this wise. In the Eastern 
States there are thousands of acres of 
land where one man cannot cultivate 
more than 25 acres and get more than 
15 bushels to the acre, which would be 
375 bushels, and yet he must make a 
living for his family; while here one 
can raise a crop of corn, 100 bushels to 
the acre, and on the same land at the 
same time five tons of pumpkins, then 
250 to 300 bushels of potatoes and get 
them off in time to raise a crop of 
cabbages, at least ten to twelve tons— 
and all this can be done in twelve 
months on land that can be irrigated. 
BUT THIS IS NOT THE BEST USE 
That can be made of our lands. They 
should be planted in tropical and 
semi-tropical fruits, to be shipped to 
the other parts of the world and ex­ 
changed for other products. Let us 
turn, then, for a moment to the semi- 
tropical fruits, to see if a man can sup­ 
port a family on one acre of land. In 
the first place we will plant an acre in 
English walnuts, say thirty trees; 
those trees, when they arrive at ma­ 
turity, will produce from 200 to 300 
pounds to the tree. I paid fifteen cents 
per pound for 600 pounds, the crop 
front two trees, one year; but suppose 
each tree yields 200 pounds, 30 trees 
would yield 6,000 pounds — reckon 
them at five cents per pound and we 
have $300 per acre. 
But we will plant an acre in orange 
trees, and see how they will pan out. 
Let us put eighty trees to an acre; 
these trees will produce, at 20 years of 
age, from 3,000 to 5,000 oranges to the 
tree, but we will place the number at 
2,000, and for the sake of accommodat­ 
ing those who think the market will 
be overdone, we will value them at 
one half a cent apiece (but I think 
they will not be this low in the next 
one hundred years); thus, one tree 
will yield $10, and 80 trees, or an acre, 
$800.

Los Angeles, Sept. 21st. 
Mr. Gabriel has now brought a civil 
suit in the District Court aginst 
Newman to recover damages in the 
sum of $21,000 for the injuries sus­ 
tained by him in the shooting affair 
which occurred over a year ago. A 
venire was ordered to issue yes­ 
terday for fifteen men to act as 
jurors, served by the Sheriff and re­ 
turnable next Tuesday. 
Engineer Crawford, of the Los An­ 
geles and Inyo railroad, will start out 
to-day to make a preliminary inspec­ 
tion of a route for that road, taking 
the line of the Soledad Turnpike, 
leading across the Sierra Madre. This 
route, it is thought, if practicable, will 
make a saving of forty miles in dis­ 
tance over those heretofore surveyed.

Ourselves. 
Mr. It. D. Pitt who has now perma­ 
nently located iu Los Angeles, writes 
the following to the Sun Francisco 
Call concerning our city: 
The distance by cars down the valley 
is only twenty miles to Los Angeles, 
or, as it was originally called, Nuestra 
Señora Reina de Los Angeles, which 
means "Our Lady, Queen of the An­ 
gels.” This is a beautiful and poetic 
name; but a more appropriate title 
would be the Queen City of the South; 
for certainly she is, and will be the 
capital of all southern California. Na­ 
ture has done everything for her. A 
more fasciuating climate cannot be 
found, and its influence in attracting 
the wealthy from all parts, whose 
taste and money are rapidly adding to 
the beauty of the valley, and with the 
soft Pacific breeze comes the fragrance 
of the orchards and orange groves per­ 
fuming the air. 
The town itself is not well laid out, 
owing to the streets being originally 
formed by the old California natives, 
whose adobe buildings still occupy a 
large proportion of the place, but they 
are gradually giving away to the 
modern brick house. Great difficulty 
is experienced in purchasing lots from 
the Mexican residents, as they have a 
great dislike to sell their little home­ 
steads, as long as they can borrow or 
mortgage, and they eontiuue to live 
iu the most primitive style; but how 
the great majority of them earn a liv­ 
ing, is a puzzle. The male portion is 
constantly riding about, and seem to 
enjoy life, while they wonder at the 
advanced progress the Americans are 
making on all sides. Four railroads 
run out from the city; one south, 
twenty miles to Wilmington harbor, 
where steamers are constantly arriv­ 
ing, full of passengers and freight; 
one southeast twenty-five miles to 
Anaheim,with work steadily progress­ 
ing on the continuation of the line; 
one east thirty-five miles to Spadra, 
and one north twenty miles to San 
Fernando. Two more are in contem­ 
plation to the Coast, as well as one to 
Cerro Gordo. In time Los Angeles 
bids fair to resemble Chicago as a cen­ 
tral railroad city, and to judge by the 
present business activity, she promi­ 
ses to be equal in that respect to any 
other. 
A good commencement is 
made in the list of factories, which 
consist of a woolen-mill, an iron foun­ 
dry, flour mills, an ice factory, two 
candy factories, brick, yards, u tan­ 
nery, a book bindery and several wine 
and brandy distilleries. The city can 
also boast of three daily newspapers, 
five weeklies,two monhtlies,ancl a boot 
and shoe factory. Labor is scarce,and 
can command good wages. For the 
benefit of many men out of employ­ 
ment in the city, a list of the current 
wages will be interesting:

Day laborers command $2 50 per 
day, and there is a big demand for 
men to work on the railroads. 


Death of a Chinese Baptist Pastor. 
Private letters from China report the 
death of Wong Mui, who was one of 
the most able men ever converted 
from heathenism in California. At 
the time of his death lie was native 
pastor of the First Baptist Church of 
Canton, China. He was about sixty- 
two years of age, a man of strong 
mind—rather stern, bold and fearless 
—of untiring energies and considera­ 
ble executive ability. 
He was a practical Christian and in­ 
sisted on practical Christianity in his 
own 
household. 
In this lie was 
blessed, for now his eldest sou, Wong 
Fong, is a preacher of great promise, 
and will likely be chosen pastor to fill 
his father’s place in theCantonChurch. 
Wong Mui was converted in Califor­ 
nia, under the ministry of Rev. Lewis 
Shuck, pastor of .the 
Chinese 
Baptist Church in Sacramento, and 
when he returned to China he 
became known to the 
brethren 
by 
his eloquent 
and 
earnest 
preaching publicly in the streets of 
Canton. 
líe has been a faithful 
preacher ever since and the main 
pillar of the Canton Baptist Church. 
The Pacific Baptist remarks on the 
above: “ The death of the distinguish­ 
ed pastor of tho Canton Church in 
China suggests anew the importance 
of Christian labor on the Pacific coast 
on behalf of the heathen in our midst. 
We have 100,000 idolaters in our land. 
Christian labor in Oregon and Wash­ 
ington Territory has been rewarded, 
and in a number of Baptist Churches 
in California there are converted Chi­ 
nese. Every few weeks the number 
is increased by baptisms, and the con­ 
verts usually remain steadfast against 
great opposition. They are grand il­ 
lustrations of the beauty and power of 
the Gospel. A few weeks ago nearly 
a thousand Chinese, either already 
converted or interested favorably in 
Christianity were gathered at Wood­ 
ward’s Gardens with their teachers 
and friends, where they sang our 
hymns and bowed in prayer to God, 
our Saviour. This is grand, but we 
could have reaped a richer harvest had 
we sowed more bountifully, and it is 
high time that American Baptists 
should awake to the importance of this 
mission in their country. The best 
workers in China are the Chinese con­ 
verts themselves, native Christians 
can do far more than the foreign. 
While these heathens are among us it 
is a golden hour to work for China 
through them. The success of Rev. 
John Francis on behalf of the Chi­ 
nese has been great, but he has labored 
amid discouragements that would 
have borne down a man of weaker 
faith.”
